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The’Teamsters’ Strik 


A Statement of Facts 


EMBERS of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 
feurs, Stablemen and ‘Helpers, Locals 600 and 729, employed by 
members of this association, following a meeting last Friday, at 


which they rejected a readjusted wage scale agreed upon, failed to re- 


port for work Monday morning. 


This readjusted wage scale was agreed upon by a committee com- 
posed of union leaders, teamsters and chauffeurs after a series of confer- 
ences with a committee representing the Team and Truck Owners 
organization. The rejection of this new wage scale amounts to a re-. 
pudiation by the unions of their leaders and the teamsters and chauffeurs 


who composed their committee. 


The putlic, upon which the greatest burden will fall because of this 
action of the unions, is entitled to know the facts leading to the refusal 


of the union members to report for work. 


Here Are the Facts: 


Since 1913 the average wages of drivers and 
chauffeurs employed by us have been increased 114 
per cent. Three of these increases granted during 
this period were made voluntarily by us during the 
life of a three-year wage contract, in recognition of 
the increased cost of living. 


On June 17, 1920, after negotiations which ex- 
tended over several weeks, a contract for one year 
was entered into between this association and the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 
feurs, Stablemen and Helpers, Locals 600 and 729, 
which represented an increase of 26.6 per cent in 
wages in excess of the scale previously paid. This 
contract expired on June 17, 1921. 


On April 21, 1921, because of the decrease in the 
cost of living and the general tendency toward a 
pre-war basis, we advised the International Broth- 
erhood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stablemen and 
Helpers, Local 600 and 729, that these factors, and 
the insistent demand of merchants for reduced 
drayage cost, should be considered in arriving at a 
new wage scale at the expiration of the contract on 
June 17, 1921. e 


Our organization appointed a wage committee 
which went fully into the matter of living costs, 
using U. S. Government and other available statis- 
tics. The committee reported its findings and rec- 
ommended that a 20 per cent reduction in the wage 
scale of drivers and chauffeurs would be fair and 
equitable. 


This scale was submitted to the unions on June 
3, 1921, and was rejected at a meeting of union 
members. An offer to arbitrate submitted by us also 
was rejected. A subsequent proposition by us of a 
15 per cent reduction in wages was likewise re- 
jected by the unions, who again refusedeto arbitrate. 

This led to further conferences of the wage com- 
mittee of our association and the wage committee of 


‘the unions. The result was the acceptance on the 


part of the Union Committee of a reduction of 10 
per cent for drivers and chauffeurs of tonnage 
teams and trucks and 12 per cent for drivers and 
chauffeurs of service teams and trucks. ? 

When this wage scale was presented and recom- 
mended to the unions by the officials and commit- 
tee of drivers and chauffeurs for ratification, it was 
rejected by the unions at last Friday’s meeting. 
Without notice to us, the drivers and chauffeurs in 
the employ of members of this association failed to 
report for work on Monday, July 11. 

The members of this association feel that we 
have been most considerate in agreeing to the nom- 
inal reduction of 10 and 12 per cent, which was pred- 
icated on the award of the Labor Board to railroad 
employes, which was from ro to 12 per cent. We 
feel that we cannot in fairness and justice to the 
public pay more than this wage scale. 


We submit these facts because we want the pub- 
lic, the consumer and the merchant to know that 
any inconvenience they may suffer as a result of the 
delay in handling their traffic is caused by the ar- 
bitrary stand taken by the drivers and chauffeurs. 


We ask the public to be patient, and request the support of the business interests in our efforts to restore 
normal conditions. We believe we have acted fairly and unselfishly, and confidently hope that our facilities 
will soon reach normal, when we will again be able to handle all business efficiently and with our usual 


promptness. ,

A Plea for Trees. 

fo the Editor of the Post-Diapatch. 

N article in your paper stating that 

New York City eventually will be- 
come a treeless city unless it adopts 4 
continuous policy of renewal and inten- 
give maintenance is prompting the writer 
to sound a note of warning to the people 
of our own home town. There is no ex- 
cuse for entire blocks in the residence 
section being without shade trees. The 
owners along those streets apparently do 
not realize the beneficial effect the pres- 
ence of green trees has, not only on the 
minds of all, but also upon the property 
itself which they adorn. From_ the 
health standpoint a statement made by 
the New York Medical Society is in it- 
self a strong argument for street trees, 
“Resolved, that one of the most effective 
means for mitigating the intense heat of 
the summer months and diminishing the 
death rate among children is the cultiva- 
tion of an adequate number of trees in 
the streets.” 

Possibly his high mightiness, ‘the 
landlord,” in these days of extraordinary 
prosperity to him, has forgotten or is 
careless about the fact that a tree before 
his house lends dignity to it, adds to ils 
desirability as a home, nay, actually in- 
creases the value of the property. 

Some years ago, when the Forestry So- 
ciety came into being, one of the mem- 
bers, in discussing the shade tree propo- 
sition, gave the writer the hopeful im- 
pression that, wherever practical, shade 
trees would be planted along the thor- 
cughfares. That has been some yeas 
ago, and while here and there some ef- 
fort has been made along those lines, 
unity of action has been sorely lacking. 
The Municipal Department of Forestry 
could do a lot of good by doing propa- 
ganda work in getting up a booklet which 
teaches the value of trees and their care. 
She Audubon Society also could help the 
good work along by advocating the 
growing of trees in behalf of the song 
birds, which all bird lovers are trying to 
coax back into our city. The schools 
should teach the sacredness of tree life 
and awaken in the children a love for 
them, for with children enlisted proper- 
w in a cause the future is assured. 

The writer would be pleased to hear 
from other sources similarly interested, 
through the columns of your splendid 
paper. Such discussiong often arouse 
widespread interest and subsequent ac 
tion.
